TOWN MEETING MINUTES 
March 10, 1981 


At a legal town meeting of the inhabitants of Piermont held on Tues- 
day, March 10, 1981, the following business was transacted. The polls 
opened at 10 A.M. for the purpose of voting for town and school officials 
by non-partisan ballot. The voting closed at 6 P.M. at which time 193 
voters had cast their ballots. 


At 8 P.M., the town meeting was reconvened with Moderator Lawrence 
Underhill reading the warrant. 


Article 1: Results of election: 
For Town Clerk: O.T. Bradley — 60 votes 
For Selectman Term ending 1984: Jean D. Daley — 99 votes 
James E. Putnam — 84 votes 

For Treasurer: William R. Deal — 191 votes 
For Tax Collector: O.T. Bradley — 52 votes 
For Road Agent: Frank Rodimon, Jr. — 182 votes 
For Supervisor of Checklist: Alec M. Szuch — 188 votes 
For Trustee of Trust Fund: Floyd L. Smith — 184 votes 
For Auditor (2): Charles R. Morrill — 160 votes 

Arthur V. Snowman — 16] votes 
For Library Trustee (2): Alec M. Szuch — 158 votes 

Helen Underhill — 177 votes 

The elected officers were then sworn in. 


Article 2: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
72:66 relating to the exemption from property tax for persons owning 
real property which is equipped with a wind-powered energy system 
which exemption shall be in an amount not to exceed $10,000. 

Result of vote: 112 yes — 73 no.

Article was 
passed with a show of hands. 


Article 6: Motion made by William R. Deal and seconded by James 
French to raise and appropriate 500.00 for the Police Department. Motion 
was passed with a voice vote. 


Article 7: Motion made by David Cole and seconded by Robert A. 
Michenfelder to raise and appropriate $7,909.50 for the support of the 
Fire Department. Motion was passed with a show of hands. 


Article 8: Motion made by William R. Deal and seconded by James 
French to raise and appropriate 2,500.00 for Ambulance, Fire, and Police 
dispatching services. Voice vote passed Article 8. 


Article 9: Motion made by Bonnie French and seconded by Geraldine 
Bradley to raise and appropriate 4,500.00 for support of the library. 


Article 10: Motion made by Robert Elder and seconded by Susan 
Musty to raise and appropriate 900.00 for the Orford Community Health 
Services. Discussion followed. Susan Musty asked what exactly this ser- 
vice provided. Jean Putnam answered that it helped with the cost of vis- 
iting nurses, and medical care for those that cannot afford the costs of 
medical care. 


Article 11: Motion made by Robert A. Michenfelder and seconded 
by Frank Rodimon, Jr. to see if the Town will raise $4,817.00 for the 
withdrawal from Revenue Sharing Funds established under the provi-

budget appropriations in the amount indicated; and further to authorize 
the Selectmen to make pro rata reductions in the amounts if estimated 
entitlements are reduced or take any other action hereon.

Dean Osgood 
answered that it concerned itself with area growth. Mrs. Colter asked 
why we use this council and Mr. Ritchie and Bonnie French explained 
that the council is involved in putting together questionaires about prob- 
lems of interest as well as trying to help take care of the sanitary landfill 
needs. Mr. Ritchie added that Piermont’s permit to burn at the dump 
runs out on 6/30/82 and that the council is working on alternatives.

Alfred Stevens 
explained that many people don’t care for ‘“‘outsiders’’ looking through 
our records when we have an auditor as proficient as Mr. Lutz. Lawrence 
Underhill said this article is standard on the Warrant. Motion passed 
on a voice vote. 


Article 17: Motion made by William R. Deal and seconded by Barbara 
Michenfelder to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes as permitted under the Municipal Finance Act. Discussion 
was held when Mr. Elder asked the cost of borrowing money. Mr. Deal 
replied that it was currently at 9%, but was going to 94%. Motion was pas- 
sed by a show of hands. 


Article 18: Motion was made by William R. Deal and seconded by 
James French to authorize the Selectmen to sell real estate acquired by 
the Town by Tax Collector’s deed to the highest bidder. Motion was pas- 
sed by a voice vote. 


Article 19: Motion made by Ben Gitchel and seconded by Charles 
Morrill to vote on this article by ballot. Discussion followed with Charlie 
Brown asking why the Town had to raise and appropriate money to pay 
for a public hearing for the Sewer Study. Mr. Ritchie said the Town only 
really has to pay $100.00 because the State and Federal Government re- 
imburse the balance. Mr. Stevens said the last study hearing was not 
satisfactory, and we have to have another to satisfy the State. A ballot 
vote was held with 90 yes votes and 15 no votes. The article was passed, to 
raise and appropriate $500 to pay for a public hearing on the Sewer Study. 


Article 20: Motion made by Bill Putnam and seconded by Mrs. Colter 
to raise and appropriate $500 for making and erecting street signs. Mrs. 
Colter asked if all town roads have names and Mr. Stevens asked that 
Mrs. Colter refer to Article 19 in the 1979 Warrant. James French said 
that his experience with signs on Indian Pond Road, and the Town of 
Hanover, showed this to be very costly not only because of maintenance, 
but also the cost of making the signs. Bill Putnam suggested the Town 
make signs out of wood. Mr. Ritchie said the signs are made by the in- 
mates at the State Prison and cost about $20.00 apiece; Article 20 was 
opposed by 41 votes and there were 34 “‘yes’’ votes for Article 20. The 
motion was opposed by a hand vote. 


Article 21: Motion made by Jasper Putnam and seconded by Dean 
Osgood to accept a deed to establish Fox Run Road as a public highway. 
Mr. Stevens noted that only the Selectmen have the right to accept a road, 
but the Selectmen thought the voters should have the chance to express 
their opinion. Motion was passed with a show of hands.

Article 22: Motion made by Bill Simpson and seconded by Frank 
Monahan to petition the Representatives and Senators who represent the 
Town in the General Court to support in the current session of the General 
Court, the concurrent resolution to amend the State Constitution to limit 
the annual increase in spending by the State or any city, town, or other 
governmental unit of the State to five percent. Discussion followed this 
motion by William Deal saying it would be nice to limit spending this 
amount, but it isn’t really realistic. Frank Rodimon, Sr. said the towns- 
people should have faith in the Selectmen concerning the way they spend 
town money. Dean Osgood said we were dreaming if we think we can keep 
spending at a 5% level. He named school costs as an example. Frank 
Monahan said we have to start pulling in the belt somewhere. Mr. Brewer, 
as Trustee of the Cemetery, said he could not operate with just a 5% increase 
because of inflation. Article 22 was opposed by a voice vote. Mr. Hartley 
made the motion to pass over Article 22 with Frank Rodimon, Sr. second- 
ing. The motion was carried with a show of hands. 


Article 23: Motion was made by William R. Deal and seconded by 
James French that the voters thank Martin Day, Abby Metcalf and Mr. Lutz 
for their work on behalf of the Town of Piermont. The motion was carried 
unanimously. Bill Deal moved that all unexpended funds be returned to 
the General Fund. Motion seconded, passed by voice vote. 


The Town Meeting ended at approximately 10:00 P.M.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The key to understanding is knowledge. With this in mind, the.Select- 
men are submitting this report to keep you advised of the 1981 activities. 


Foremost in the minds of most is ‘‘What’s happening with the Sewer 
Project?’’ Phase I 1s complete. This identified the problem and sought 
a solution. Phase II would have been the beginning of the construction 
program. This project is almost entirely funded by Federal and State 
Grants and was a victim of budget cuts. Until there grants are reinstated 
the Project is on “‘hold’’. The Town certainly cannot fund a project of 
this magnitude, and the State cannot compel the Town to proceed witha 
project for which funds have not been allocated. 


We have been working on a solution to the dump situation. Our open- 
burning extension expires in July. We have coordinated our efforts with 
Orford, Warren and Wentworth to share the expense to try to exempt 
small towns from the burning restrictions. We are hopeful that this 
problem will be resolved this year. 


Finally, you will note an item in the Warrant to fund a complete re- 
valuation of our Town. This has been ordered by the State in response 
to a petition signed and submitted by Piermont voters. We have contacted 
some firms for information and some towns for reference. We will do our 
utmost to insure a fair, accurate appraisal of all properties. 


We believe the above items highlight 1981. We would like to encourage 
you, the residents of Piermont, to become involved in your Town. Attend 
the meetings. If you have a particular interest, let us know. There is un- 
doubtedly a committee that needs more members. If you have a problem, 
a question, a comment or an idea, please let us know. We do our best to 
serve the best interests of the Town — and the Town 1s you.

The Library staff included, Bonnie French, Librarian; Nancy Under- 
hill, Assistant Librarian; Elva Cole, Assistant Librarian; Mrs. Florence 
Robbins, Volunteer; Mrs. Elizabeth Robinson, Volunteer during the 198] 
year. Mrs. Robbins, Mrs. Robinson, Robert Robb, Charlotte Wilson, 
Helen Underhill, and Alec Szuch comprised the Library Board of Trus- 
tees. 


The librarians started the 1981 year off with films & speakers the first 
Tuesday of each month. One of the films featured Ruth Stout and her ‘‘no 
work garden’’. This was a very popular film. Many of the films were of 
scenic and educational interest. Those that attended enjoyed them very 
much. These took place through the month of June. During the summer 
the children’s program ran for six consecutive weeks with crafts, nature 
walks, and activities featured. It turned out to be a very successful time. 
One of the most popular programs was “cooking without a stove’’. The 
children made many delicious snacks which they proceeded to devour 
before the end of the program. 


A new time schedule for the library was discussed with the Library 
Board and the School Board. It was approved and implemented during 
the month of June. The new hours were Tuesdays 9:00 - 12:00 and 1:00 to 
4:00 during the school year and 1:00 - 4:00 during the summer months. 
The Saturday hours remain the same: 1:00 to 4:00. 


A rummage sale and 2 book sales brought in some needed money for 
books. The rummage sale was held April 4th; the first book sale was held 
with the Strawberry Festival in June and the second book sale during 
Labor Day weekend. 


In July the Library entered into an agreement with the Fire Depart- 
ment whereby they would have an extension phone off the Business 
phone of the fire department. This phone is not abundantly used and it 
was felt it would not interfere with its normal use. The Library used 
donated money to install the extension and they have been able to meet 
the monthly fee from donations. The phone has been of great value, 
particularly in notifying people of books coming in that they have re- 
quested. It is also a great source of comfort to the librarian on duty alone 
with no one else in the building. Should an emergency arise the help 
needed is only a phone call away. 


The School Board and the Library Staff and Trustees have been 
meeting since October cooperatively, to serve the students more fully. The 
meetings have opened up better communications and future plans look 
promising in regard to cooperative efforts on behalf of the student 
population of Piermont. 


At the December meeting I resigned as Librarian effective January 1, 
1982. Mrs. Nancy Underhill was appointed Librarian and Mrs. Elva Cole

remained as an assistant. I have found the experience of great value. I 
particularly enjoyed working with the school children. I would like to 
take this opportunity to thank not only the Library Trustees, School 
Board, Library Assistants and Volunteers but all of you, the citizens and 
patrons of the library.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


1981 started off in the first quarter with several major fires in neigh- 
boring towns. Piermont provided mutual aid at the scene and as station 
coverage. 


As firefighters, we never know what type of dangerous situation we 
may be up against. An example of this being, three of our firemen were 
slightly injured at the Lowe Mansion fire in Bradford. 


Although last year there weren’t any serious fires in town, many hours 
of volunteer time were given in service to the department, maintaining 
equipment so that it is always ready for duty. 


This past year the department purchased a new portable radio at a cost 
of over $650.00. This money came out of our treasury. The radio will bea 
valuable tool at many emergency situations in the years to come. 
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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT (continued) 


In the budget this year we are asking for $800.00 for a major overhaul 
on Engine One’s pump. This is a small price to pay to keep this truck in 
good repair for another 15 to 20 years. This truck will be 20 years old next 
year. 

Also, we need to start replacing some of the older outdated fire-fight- 
ing gear to bring it up to date with todays changes in the standards for fire 
departments. 


Fire department training this year will continue and be incorporated 
with the pre-planning of several large farms and other large buildings in 
Piermont. This will give us a better idea of what we are up against should 
a fire or other hazardous situation confront us. 


As a fund raising project for 1982, we plan to have an auction in the 
spring. Anything you might wish to donate for this would be 
appreciated. 


As a last thought for all of us...maybe the residents of Piermont should 
take notice of all the volunteer groups in town, and appreciate these 
people for their time.

This report differs from previous ones—it is a sort of lecture rather 
than a table of statistics—# of runs etc, etc. I hope you may find it useful. 


1. Heart Attack. This non specific term covers a multitude of conditions 
which arise when the heart can no longer obtain an adequate supply of 
suitably oxygenated blood to sustain itself. It can happen to anyone, 
regardless of age, and, in this area, is the number one killer. Recognition 
of its signs and symptoms—and prompt action—can reduce both dis- 
ability and death — so here is that information: 


Chest discomfort is one of the most significant signs of heart attack. 
It may begin with exertion; or without any known reason. It can 
range from a feeling of fullness or pressure under the breastbone to 
pain in the same area, sometimes spreading to the arms, neck and 
jaw. The pain can be intolerable; or it may even be absent — the 
patient complaining merely of an ‘odd’ feeling he has never had 
before. It will last over two minutes — and may even come and go. 
Sweating, nausea, shortness of breath and weakness may also be 
present. Should this happen to you stop whatever you are doing; 
rest in whatever position is most comfortable and have someone call 
for help — Ambulance and FAST Squad. We will give oxygen, 
which often lessens the pain; and does improve the clinical 
situation; and take such other measures as we are authorized to do. 
Normally, two of us will accompany you to the hospital — in the 
ambulance. At Mary Hitchcock there is at least one new type of 
treatment — which, if initiated within two hours of the beginning 
of the attack, has produced — in some people — dramatic results. If 
you walt a few hours to make sure you are having an attack the next 
symptom may remove all doubts. That symptom is sudden death — 
and resusitation then is more difficult. One good precaution is to 
learn CPR. One family member can often maintain life until ad- 
ditional help arrives. If people are interested I will be happy to teach 
the simple “‘Heart-Saver’’ course. It can be done in four hours — one 
afternoon or a long evening. 


2. The Cry for Help. Supposing you live alone and are not as young as 
you once were. You fall on the stairs in the night — break a hip and 
cannot get to the phone. Or are so ill you can’t get out of bed. What 
happens — you stay there until someone wonders if anything is wrong 
and investigates — by which time it can well be too late to do anything. 
That is unless you have “‘Lifeline’’. What 1s “‘Lifeline’’? It is a small unit, 
about the size of a package of cigarettes that you carry on your person at 
all times. It has a pushbutton on it. Another unit connects to your tele- 
phone line (plugs into a jack). Pressing a button activates the control 
unit, which automatically dials a special dispatch center — transmit- 
ting to the dispatcher your telephone number, name and location. He 
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FAST SQUAD (continued) 


then calls whatever series of numbers you may have scheduled — a nearby 
neighbor, police, ambulance dispatch etc. The dispatcher will not stop 
until he has obtained help. This system has been in use in some city areas 
for several years — it does work — and very well. It should be available 
early in 1982 — I do not know how long it takes between ordering and 
installation but will be one of the first to know. If you are interested 
please call me for data and cost. In Piermont it would work for those 
people who have ‘private’ (single party) lines on the Piermont exchange. 
It will NOT function on phones connected to the Pike or Warren ex- 
changes — owing to technical inadequacies inherent in these exchanges.

PIERMONT POLICE DEPARTMENT—1981 


On June 26, 1981, our Chief, Remembrance L. Martin, died in his 72nd. 
year. He had been Chief of Police for about 35 years; and he held the office 
even to the moment of his death. ‘Mem’, as everyone called him, served 
the Town at virtually no expense to the Taxpayer — a few dollars here 
and there for telephone calls, or radio repair or some little thing. He 
served quietly, without pomp or fanfare, and with an efficiency that was, 
perhaps, not realized. However, during his years as Chief there was very 
little serious crime in Piermont. He told me once that a quiet talk with an 
individual, perhaps a few phone calls as well, could accomplish more, in 
the end, than a wild chase, a dramatic arrest and a case in court. He will 
be missed by us all; myself especially. 


In July, the Selectmen appointed me as Chief; and Robert Daley as a 
Special Officer to assist me. In the period Oct. 16—Dec. 16 we attended 
one of the courses for part time officers mandated by the State of New 
Hampshire; passed, and are now duly certified by Police Standards and 
Training. The course was free, mileage (twice a week, round trip to 
Lincoln and back) was paid by the Town. 


The Department handles from 100 to 150 calls a year. Most are not 
serious; some could be, and a few are. In all cases we attempt to respond 
quickly to any request for assistance.

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1981 REPORT OF THE PIERMONT PLANNING BOARD 


The Piermont Planning Board met nine times during the past year.- 
Several prospective plans were presented, dismissed, or approved. 


January 1981 it became law that each lot in a subdivision must obtain 
state water supply & pollution approval and be individually tested and 
approved. 


Beginning in March and throughout the remainder of the year the 
Planning Board worked in conjunction with the Master Plan Advisory 
Board. Several members became active on both boards in trying to develop 
the desires expressed from the Master Plan questionnaire. A copy of the 
results of the questionnaire can be found in this town report. 


The Board elected James French as acting chairman, after the untimely 
death of the very able chairman of the Planning Board Lewis Veghte. The 
vacancy this caused was filled by Lawrence Underhill. 


A special public hearing was called in May and chaired by Laurence 
Gardner which pertained to proposed amendments to the subdivision 
regulations. At the May meeting these amendments were accepted by 
unanimous vote. 


Terry Robie replaced Donald Stevens as Zoning Administrator. Jean 
Daley replaced Alfred Stevens as member ex-officio. 


Attorney Laurence Gardner attended the October meeting offering 
suggestions on how to proceed with an update of the town’s subdivision 
regulations in order to expand them to include subdivisions of over 20 lots. 


All future applications are to be accompanied by a Schedule of Proces- 
sing form. 


Money was approved by the Selectmen for copies of a new area map. 


This coming year the Board will be working on updating the Compre- 
hensive Planning Manual. 
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HISTORICAL SOCIETY REPORT 


The Piermont Historical Society held four meetings in 1981 with an 
average attendance of thirty. The Annual Roots program on July 24th 
featuring the Underhill Family, drew the largest audience with sixty 
people attending. The November 13th meeting centering on Piermont 
Schools with guest speaker, former Piermont teacher (1931) Mrs. Hazel 
(Sanborn) Donnely, was enjoyed by forty on-lookers, making it the second 
most favored presentation of the year. Other former Piermont teachers 
attending included Mrs. Gladys (Rodimon) Gillman (who taught in 
Piermont 1911-12), Mrs. Carrie (Smith) Conery (1940-43), and Mrs. 
Charlotte (Gould) Wilson (1955-68). A repeat of the popular Old Personal 
Treasures Night, conducted by President Belyea was held April 24th and 
an Old Deeds program was offered on September 25th with guest speaker 
Attorney Bernard Wolf, Jr. of Haverhill, N.H. 


Important business of the year included the commencement of local oral 
histories through the Society’s purchase of a new TCS-300 Sony tape 
recorder. The Society is grateful to all who made this purchase possible 
including Rob Elder and Florence Robbins who instructed various 
members in its use. We now have the following persons on tape: William 
Putnam, Sr., Alec Szuch, Helen Underhill, Dale Stetson, Florence Robbins 
and Gladys Webster. On behalf of the North Country Performing Art 
Players, Evelyn Morrill and Robert Evans presented a check to the Society 
at the September 25th meeting for the purchase of more cassette tapes. Not 
only are we appreciative of their generosity, but we hope the enthusiasm 
for this very worthwhile taping project continues to grow. 


A complete inventory of the Historical rooms was conducted by Mel 
Gitchel, Helen Underhill and Eileen Belyea during the summer. All items 
are marked and can be looked up in the large loose-leaf blue book for 
further identification purposes. Additionally, several very nice items were 
donated this past year for which the Society is extremely grateful. 


A nominating committee has been chosen to prepare a slate of new 
officers for the 1982-84 term which will be presented and voted upon at the 
Annual April 23, 1982 meeting. The current executive board wishes to 
thank everyone who helped make the past 2 years so enjoyable. 


Special programs of 1981 included a Memorial Day Open House and 
Exhibit featuring Piermont Industry. Many kind community members 
loaned items for this display which was quite successful and boasted 
numerous viewers. 


To the delight of many, the Historical Society’s walking tours were 
continued this past year. The Cold Spring Road Tour held in June began 
at Alec Szuch’s home with 16 hikers heading toward the River Road 
Cemetery where they were met by Helen Underhill who explained some of 
the history of that cemetery. The South Road Tour held in August was

attended by 20 hikers with Eric and Lisa French as our well prepared 
leaders. Due to erroneous information in local newspapers, the Piermont 
Mountain Tour held in October with Dick Waterman as leader was not as 
well attended. It is hoped the Society will repeat this particular tour for the 
many people who inadvertantly missed it.

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TOWN DUMP REPORT 


As many people know the permit to maintain our town dump in its 
present efficient and satisfactory method of solid waste disposal will 
expire on June 30, 1982. At the present time we know of no way to have 
this privilege extended. 


We have been assigned to the Hanover-Lebanon waste disposal area. 
The last communication from this group was in essence that there is no 
money available to study the area problem of solid waste management 
and no alternatives to offer at this time. 


It looks to the selectmen that whatever we do, except burn our own 
waste at our own dump site, will be very expensive and very unsatis- 
factory to our townspeople. With this in mind we, with other towns in a 
similar situation, have entered into a study with the idea of getting the 
law changed. At the present time there is a move under way to set up a 
meeting with representatives of our congressional delegation, solid waste 
division of our state environmental control division, local legislative 
delegation and selectmen to try to exempt small towns from having to 
give up our efficient solid waste disposal systems. 


GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


In our continued effort to communicate more directly with the tax- 
paying citizens of Grafton County, we are taking this opportunity to 
reach you through your annual town/city report. 


We are pleased to report that, due to the unusually high interest rates 
during our 1981 fiscal year, Grafton County had a very good investment 
Vearetcalizine 1) /).5/) ein -interest earned, which«contributed Ato tthe 
$257,458 surplus, most of which was applied to the fiscal year 1982 budget 
to reduce tax requirements. Budget appropriations for the current fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1981 are about on target. However, we may be 
looking to a deficit at fiscal year end and we definitely anticipate a size- 
able budget increase next fiscal year due to shifts in programs and finan- 
cial responsibilities without accompanying federal/state funding to 
administer these programs, many of which are mandatory, not optional. 
Impact is already being felt by towns as well as counties in the educa- 
tional, child protection/placement, and medicaid programs. In line with 
state and local ‘“‘belt tightening’, the County Commissioners will be 
taking a hard look at budget requests this next fiscal year. Priorities must 
be established to “hold the line” in future budget appropriations. 


The computerized bookkeeping system is working out well, proving to 
be an asset in controlling appropriations and allowing on-demand 
reports showing the County’s financial position at any given time. 


Grafton County Commissioners, along with the maintenance super-

visors and Nursing Home administration, continue to work closely with 
Dynamic Integrations in effecting energy conservation measures, both for 
the Courthouse and Nursing Home Complex. Many dollars have been 
and will continue to be saved through these efforts. 


Superior Court has requested finishing the second courtroom in the 
very near future as there is a greater demand for jury hearings and use of 
two courtrooms at the same time. The Commissioners have engaged 
Wright-Pierce architectural firm to submit proposals for finishing the 
second courtroom, with the intent of having funds included in the next 
fiscal vear’s budget to carry out the project. 

Again this vear the farm has been productive. Cattle sales grossed an all 
time high of $35,235. While cattle sales have been very successful, our 
herd has remained consistently highly rated in the Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association reports. Cattle were entered into eight various sales in 
three different states. The total herd, including milkers, heifers and 
calves, numbers about 187. The swine program has also had a most fruit- 
ful vear, with a combination of production and sales. As in the years past. 
we maintain a waiting list for piglets. There have been quite a few field 
trips through the facility by the local school districts and Future Farmers 
Association, utilizing our farm for their educational programs. The 
Nursing Home purchased $32,402 of food and produce from the farm, 
which was advantageous to our residents by having fresh produce in 
season and frozen produce during the winter months, not to mention the 
cost saving factor. 

Grafton County had the highest census ever this past vear in the Jail 
and House of Correction, resulting in an increase in management 
problems such as overcrowding, staff stress, and much higher than 
anticipated inmate medical costs. Inappropriate admissions to county 
jails of mentally disturbed inmates has created a great portion of inmate 
behavior problems within the facility. 

The Commissioners hold their regular meeting everv Monday, except 
holidays, at 9:30 a.m. in the Commissioners’ Office of the Grafton County 
Courthouse, followed by a second meeting at the Grafton County 
Nursing Home Complex at 1:00 p.m., which regularly included visits to 
farm and jail facilities.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my seventeenth annual report to the voters of the 
Piermont School District. 

Education’s critics are loud and persistent without any indication that 
their loud carping will abate in the future. In some cases they do have a 
basis for criticism; but, overall education generally, and more specifi- 
cally in the North Country is lean and hard and functioning very well. 

Last year’s report dealt with the upcoming problems that were mani- 
festing themselves at the local, state and national level. We did try, and 
were successful, to trim our staffs, supplies, equipment and other areas to 
meet the oncoming slashes from Concord and Washington. 

At this writing some of the proposals listed for the special session in 
Concord include: 

Reduction of the Business Profits Tax by 7%. 
Reduction in the Sweepstakes by $3,000,000.00. 
Reduction in the Foundation Aid Program. 
Elimination of Incentive Aid to reorganized districts. 
Elimination of aid to the handicapped.

From Washington we receive confusing signals, one from the executive 
and the other from the legislative, with reference to “‘bloc grants’’ and 
budget cuts. But, from what we have gleaned from our advisors, the follow- 
ing phenomena may take place (or may be delayed fora year since this is an 
election year for the House of Representatives): 

1. Further reduction in nutrition aid with possible elimination of the 
program. 

2. Reduction in compensatory education by 40%. 

3. Reduction in vocational aid and elimination by 1984. 

Locally we are caught in a crossfire between the cuts and legislative 
mandates. We must comply with laws and regulations passed by state and 
national politicians; yet, at the same time we “must make do”’ with fewer 
dollars and comply with more regulations. 

In several districts we have tried to make budgetary accommodations to 
fit the problems we are facing. It was a difficult task because the unions are 
fighting staff reductions and are attempting to politicize the issue by in- 
volving parents in the process to keep programs as they are even though we 
have declining enrollments and little or no financial encouragement from 
Concord or Washington. The entire electorate must be involved in order 
that we appropriate funds wisely and not necessarily for any one special 
interest group. 

During the course of the past year there have been innumerable 
questions concerning the cost of special education. Another naive question 
is ‘““‘when are we going to see the end of handicapped children in our 
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SUPERINTENDENT?’S REPORT (continued) 


districts’. The answer to this question is “‘never’’ and the answer serves to 
underscore the continuing liability of each special education program. To 
fully discuss the special education process would be too lengthy but suffice 
it to say that when a child has been recommended to the Pupil Placement 
Team for evaluation, which is a very lengthy and costly process, and later a 
recommendation comes to our school board for special in-district or out- 
of-district programming, there is very little that can be said or done to try 
and change recommendations from your professional staff. There are 
many evaluations and only those requiring additional are recommended 
with the cost being borne by the local districts. By districts merging into a 
special education consortium, we have been able to service our multi- 
handicapped at a fraction of what it would have cost us out-of-district. 


The grass budget increase for the district as projected for 1982-83 is 
$14,306.89. Most of this increase is due to an increase in tuition rates and 
students for 1982-83 in the amount of $13,700.00. 


Our Special Education section of the budget which show a decrease of 
$16,000.00 deserves some consideration in this report. During the past year 
many people have devoted a tremendous amount of time to researching 
Piermont’s obligations and future obligations in the area of Special 
Education. One case which does not reflect in our budget was one that 
involved the school district’s liability of a young man at the Laconia State 
School in the amount of $25,000.00. After visiting the school and review- 
ing his entire dossier, we were able to convince the state people that 
Piermont had no liability in the affair. We hope our good fortune 
continues and that we are able to hold special education costs at their 
present level. 


With the belt tightening going on all over the country, it behooves all of 
us to wear more hats than we normally do. Also, some programs that we 
have become accustomed to may be axed financially but the responsi- 
bility remain with the district. There may be some innovative solution but 
this writer believes a regional approach to major problem solving may be 
the only logical approach. The Regional Center is a classic answer. 

May I take this opportunity to express my appreciation and thanks to the 
Piermont School Board members, faculty and voters of the district for their 
support and cooperation during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my twelfth annual report to the voters of the Piermont 
School District. 


On August 26th and 27th the official school began with our annual 
teacher workshop held at Woodsville High School. The first session dealt 
with Career Education, a subject that will be mentioned again later in this 
report. During the afternoon session the staff was treated to an excellent 
presentation which dealt with leadership and conflict resolutions. 
Featured were the everyday interactions between student and teacher and 
parent and teacher and administrator. Emphasis.was placed on how to 
play a leadership role and still keep from establishing adversary relation- 
ships. The presentor was Mr. Douglas Klete an adjunct member of the 
faculty at the University of Vermont. Mr. Klete has since made this same 
presentation to our local parent groups. 


The many functions of computers; clerical, administrative and in- 
structional, was the subject of our final session on August 27th. Dr. Daniel 
Heisey, President of Applied Systems Incorporated and Mr. Lewis Stone, 
his operations manager, made the presentation of a subject of growing 
importance in education. 


Many thanks to our local P.T.A. groups who served an excellent buffet 
style lunch in the cafeteria. I hope that it will become a regular feature of 
our annual workshop. 


Our students will be spending a greater part of the balance of their lives 
earning a living. That’s why we believe that children should learn about 
the world of work and their relationship to it. We feel that career orienta- 
tion should start early in a child’s education and continue until he 
graduates. We are presently in the second and final year of a project which 
seeks to establish this concept into all of the areas of the curriculum. The 
name of the project is Adventures In The World Of Work. By the close of 
school last June we were able to establish a Career Education Materials 
Center in the Lin-Wood School District housing resources and instruc- 
tional career materials for dissemination to all districts in S.A.U. #23. Thus 
far these materials have been used extensively and very well received. Last 
summer we published a colorful directory listing the materials available. 
Also contained in the directory is acomprehensive listing of local people in 
the various career areas who are willing to come into the schools and speak 
to children and teachers about careers. Most of these people are also willing 
to have teachers bring students to visit their business sites on field trips. We 
are gratified with our response to date and will continue our efforts in this 
area. 
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ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT (continued) 


The next major force that will influence the schools of S.A.U. #23 will 
undoubtedly be the advent of computer technology. Most micro computers 
and mini computers are now within the range of our school budgets. Their 
implication for and in public education can no longer be denied. 
Computers can perform a number of functions for the schools. School 
budgets and accounts can be computerized. Routine administrative tasks 
such as school registers, attendance, scheduling and grade reporting can be 
computerized. More importantly the computers have a number of in- 
structional uses. A variety of programs can be purchased which will help 
children learn and practice essential skills, especially in mathematics. Life 
situations can be simulated wherein students are required to test their 
decision making skills. By far the most important instructional applica- 
tion will be in the area of computer programming. Children can begin to 
learn this skill as early as the 4th or 5th grades. If this skill is taught 
sequentially some of our high school graduates could attain job entry skills 
in this area. Certainly all of our students would have a better perspective on 
a subject that is influencing their lives more and more. 


Federal funds for our Title I programs will be reduced about 50% for the 
1982-83 school year. As you know from previous reports, Title I provides 
special help in the area of reading for children in grades one through eight. 
We will undertake a careful prioritization of our needs in an effort to retain 
the most essential services and apply them to the children who need them 
most. 


I wish to extend my thanks to the staff, the School Board and the voters of 
the Piermont School District for their support and cooperation.

Report of Superintendent’s and Assistant Superintendent’s Salary 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New Hampshire 
requires that school district annual reports show the total amount paid to 
the superintendent and assistant superintendent. 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expense is prorated among 
the several school districts of the Unit on the basis of adjusted valuation. 
One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the 
schools for the previous school year ending June 30. ‘The Superintendent 
of S.A.U. #23 during the 1981-1982 school year, will receive a salary of 
$32,500.00 prorated among the several school districts. The Assistant 
Superintendent will receive a salary of $27,328.00 prorated among the 
several school districts. Allowance for travel within the Unit for the 
Superintendent is $3,000.00 and for the Assistant Superintendent, 
$2,000.00 also prorated as stated above.
